C.N.R. WITHDRAWS COMPLAINT 
ACAINST THE STREET RAILWAY 


Conductors Had In the Past Been 
Careless About Flagging Cars 
Over the Railway Cross- 
ing On First Street 


The railway with the 
chairman, Judge Mabee presiding, and 


Commissioner Mills as associate, held 
a session in the city hai ithis mora- 
ing. It meets again at two o'clock 
end before adjournment will dispose 
of the twenty-one that are to 
come up for hearing in Hdmonton. 
Six cases were disposed of this morn- 
ing, but only one had any general in- 
terest in the ‘city of Edmonton. 

lt was the complaint of the Can- 
afian Northern Railway company al- 
leging that the cars of the Edmonton 
city street railway pass over the rail- 
way crossing at the east end of the 
station platform without the conruct- 
or getting off in the proper manner, 
and giving the motorman a “clear” 
signal. 

Traffic Manager Shaw, of the C. N. 
R., said that this matter had been 
satisfactorily arranged with the city 
and the complaint was withdrawn. 

City Solicitor Bown stated that some 
carelessness had arisen in the opera- 
tion at this point owing to the fact 
that there was no regular street rail- 
way superintendent after the resignn- 
tio nof Mr. Taylor. :

Application Refused, 
The first application was that of 
G. H. Furnival, Edmonton, for an 
order directing the G. T. P. to treat 


with the applicant for damages sus- 
tained by him by the construction and 
operation of the railway across Clark 
street, west of his property near Na- 


mayo avenue. J, E. Wallbridge ap- 
peared on his behalf and stated that 
the lot affected was lot 14, block 13, 
% L. 14. 


“Under what section do you invoke 
our aid?” asked Chairman Mabee af- 
ter he had expressed the opinion that 
the applicant should enter suit for 
damages in the courts or commmence 
an arbitration. 

‘The assistant commissioner gave a 
ruling similar to the one we are ask- 


ing for,” said Mr, Wallbridge, refer- 
ring to a case on Twenty-first street, 
where the G. T, P, runs along tne 


thoroughfare.” 

“No, that was quite different,” was 
the chajrman’s reply. “On Twenty- 
first street the railway runs along the 
street, on Clark street it runs diagon- 
ally across. 

Mr. Wallbridge was at first inclined 
to dispute the latter statement, but 
eventually admitted the chairman's 
contention. 

“What is to prevent you beginning 
a legal action?” 

“It would involve heavy 
penses,” said the attorney, 

“Well, if you are right the railway 
must pay the costs.” 

D'Arcy Tate, solicitor for the G. T, 
P., said that the action was premature, 
The city had not yet graded the street.

PARIS PAPER PRINTS STUDY

English Writer Holds High Opinion of Monarch’s Ability—tIs 
“Wake 


Arbiter of Diction—His 


Already 


»-England” Speech Said to 


Helipsed Orator of Salisbury, Rosebery and Chamberlain. 


Paris, Sept. 19—The Review de 
Paris prints an interesting personal 
study of George V. by Joseph Wat- 
son, an English newspaper writer, who 
accompanied the King, when, as 
Prince of Wales, he made his colonial 
and Indian tours. The writer gives 
a high estimate of the new King’s 
character and ability and rec ount# 
many anecdotgs to show that his 
broadminded good sense and painstak- 
ing, carefpl habits amodnt almost to 
genius. os 

In one of the colonies visited a sen- 
sational paper enlivened the Prince's 
stay with a disgraceful campaign 
against the dynasty, avoiding, for lack 
of material, and direct attack on the 
Prince himself, but revamping with 
great elaboration all the ancient scan- 
dals about the lives of the Georges. 

The Prince said nothing, but when 
the royal party was once again upon 
the sea, he referred to the campaign, 
asking Watson what he thought of it. 
Watson, naturally somewhat embar- 
rassed, replied that in his opinion no 
self-respecting person paid the slight- 
est attention to what the paper had 
said,

B. C. TRAPPER SHOT

Vancouver, B.C., Sept. 18—Jealousy 
between two rival trappers was re- 
sponsible for a cold-blooded murder 
in the north, news of which reached 
Vancouver today when Constable 
Minty, of Beek Bay, brought down 
Donald MacDonald, of Salmon River 
ranch, a trapper, and the body of 
rank Savage, shot by MacDonald on 
September 14 during a quarrel. A 
charge was laid against MacDonald 
for having beaver skins illegally in 
his possession, and Savage was sworn 
in as special constable to cute a 
search warrant at the trapper’s home. 
MacDonald resisted the execution and 
Savage called in the aid of another 
rancher, P. Cushman. As the two of- 
ficers came out of MacDonald's hut 
after making their search, the latter 
shot Savage through the breast, kil- 
ling him instantly.
